2. Citations and explanations 

Claim 1 

Claim 1 fulfils the requirements of novelty, inventive 
step and industrial applicability of PCT Article 33(2) to 
33(4). The features in independent claim 1 are not 
mentioned in their entirety in any one of the documents in 
the search report or the description and, as a result, the 
subject matter of claim 1 is novel. 

The invention is based on the prior art as described in 
document US-A-4 943 405. It relates to a method for 
producing recipients 1 that have a neck 3 by means of 
compression moulding. Said method includes a step of 
compressing a blank 20 between two mobile portions 30 and 
35 including cavities designed so that, once said neck 3 
has been moulded, it has a top wall 4 that includes a 
narrowed area 6. 

The method as per the invention differs from this prior 
art in that said top wall 4 also includes an exertion area 
91 for exerting mechanical stress F, said exertion area 91 
being separate from said narrowed area 6 as described in 
the characterising portion of claim 1. 
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These features in claim 1 are not known from the prior art 
cited in the search report or considered by a person 
skilled in the art to be an immediate or unremarkable 
selection. All of these specific features and their 
interaction make it possible to produce the moulded part 
without having to use a cutting tool. As a result, the 
method as per claim 1 is considered to involve an 
inventive step. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is capable of operation and 
can be manufactured. It follows that the method is 
industrially applicable. 

Dependent: claims 

Claims 2 to 13 relate to specific embodiments of the 
method described in claim 1. The requirements set forth 
in PCT Article 33(2) to (4) are, therefore, also met. 
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
